The chief gave his 


orders quickly to concentrate the en- 
tire force at the rear of the store, al- 
though not a drop of water was turned 
on until he had located the flre ex- 
actly. 


He brought two hose over the build- 


Ings from the Eleventh-street side and 
from Tenth etreet. One hose he car- 
ried through the store and one more 
lie sent Into the cellar 
Then he start- 


ed out to locate his flames. 
It took 


just about two minutes to find them 
In the basement He ordered the water 
turned on and six streams were im- 
mediately at work. 


But the fire was not easy to manage. 


•The basement of the paint store was 
filled with gasoline and oils ,atnd burn- 
ed furiously, the smoke meantime pour- 
Ing in all directions The flames soon 
reached the roof and the entire block 
was threatened with destruction when 
the water began to do Its work. The 
firemen fought stubbornly and In a 
•hort time had the Ore under control 


Spontaneous combustion was un- 


doubtedly the cause, yet Caahmore 
doubts this theory, saying that there 
(eras nothing In the place that would ig- 
nite by itself. In fact he maintains 
that the flre did not originate In the 
basement of his store but 
thinks It 


started farther north. The firemen who 
were first on the scene deny his theory 
and the ruins point against It. 


THE LOSSES. 


The building Is owned by the estate 


of the late Captain J. C. Alnsworth 
and was damaged to the extent of about
